The increasing consumption of this im- 
portant article of commerce, Owing to its 
multifarious uses, has raised doubts as to 
whether there will be an adequate supply in 
the future. Its use in mechanical and scien- 
tific operations is rapidly extendiog, and a 
recent German paper says it is now being 
extensively employed for mounting of furni- 
ture. Its manifold uses are, in fact, astonish- 
ing to any one who is not familiar with the 
trade, Thirteen million pounds were used 
in this country last year, two-thirds of which 
were consumed by the shoe manufacturers, 
and the balance entered into the manufac- 
ture of articles enough to make an interest- 
lug Fair. 

The tree grows in Central and South 
America, in the Est Indies, in Australia and 
in Africa. The Brazilian India rubber is the 
finest, most of which comes from Para— 
about 5,000 tons, one-half being taken by the 
United States. The Para rubber is now 
worth from 54a72 cents a pound, the East 
Indian from 45360, and the Central American 
from 52a63 cents. 

The collection of the milk begins in Au- 
gust, aud contiaues till February.
